Reports From Manila Say Spanish 
Clergy Would Need Military Pro- 
tection if Returned to Inland 
Parishes.

WASHINGTON, July I11L—‘The’ friars 
must ge” is the substamtce of the reply 
which Secretary of War Root has@ent Gov 
Taft's report of the Vatican's refugal to or- 
der the withdrawal of the monastic orders 
from the Philippines. 

If the papal court «persists in its refusal 
to comply with-.this demand, which !s re- 
garded here as a necessary precedent to ne- 
gotiations on other subjects, it is likely 
that Gov. Taft will be recalled from Rome, 
and «aliplomatic efforts suspended. 

The Vatican's promise that clergy of oth- 
er than Spanish nationality will be jntro- 
duced gradually to take 
friars; is not satigfactory to Secretary 
Root. He has inetructed Gov. Taft tu re- 
peat the demand that a definite date for the 
withdrawal of the friars be fixed. 

In reply to the charge that Protestant 


teachers have been proseiyting in the Phil- | :. 


ippines, the secretary of war quotes the re- 
port of Vice-Governor Wright, who says 


' that no such practice has been disc»ovored. 


Serious practical objections to any plan 
involving the return of the friars to inland 
parishes are reported from Manila. If they 
should return the feeling of the natives 
against them .s so strong in some localities 
that they would require the armed protec- 
tion of the government. 

This does not mean that any of the Fili- 
Pinos are hostile to the Roman Catholic 
Church, to which adherence is still general.
